The Washington correspondent of the 


Manchester Union says: 


The congressional delegation are

constant receipt of letteis from New 
Hampshire asking a'oeut tbe coast de- 
fence and the probability of attack by tbe 
Spanish fleet. Portsmouth is know a to 
have bat inadequate defence and to be a 
coaling station of great importance, but 
iu location M against probability »f at- 
tack, as it is too far up tbe coast to be of 
easy access. 


It is eonceeded here, that tbe Spanish 


He«t will find jt difficult to carry a suf- 
Scieot amount of coal to make the oeean 
voyage and then be in fighting trim after 
its arrival off tbe American coast. 
And 


on this account tbe danger to northern 
coast c.ties is much lessened. 


I a»ked Senator Chandlar what he 


thvught regarding the chances of the fleet 
coming to tbe New England coast this 
summer, and he replied iu imbalance, that 
lie thought there was about one chance iu 
a hundred. 
He thought if the fleet did 


come it would not traiu its gnns on houses 
like the Weutworth or the Farragut, and 
th> re was not «ne chance m a hundred 
that any sea side retort or hotel would be 
molestnd. 
Said be: 


"it is not iu accord with modern war- 


Pare wantonly to destroy such building*. 
Oar fleet will uot destroy similar buildings 
in either Spain, Cuba or tbe Philippine 
islands. It is highly probable that in the 
oise of invasion, tbe Spanish fleet would 
come for coal, and would undoubtedly 
seize all coal found at tbe pockets of 
heavy dealers. Pnibibly tbe big brew- 
ries would also be taken as well as all 
provisions and implements of war.

4 so escape. 
•'There is not one chance in a hundred 


that tbe Spanish fleet will come near 
Portsmouth, and in spaoulating upon tbe 
ubancea of mvahiin it mu-.t be borne in 
miud that a Spanish fleet would arrive off 
the New England coast almost destitute 
of coal, and the United States vessels, 
which are on the close lookout tor ap- 
proachiag Spanish ships would at once en- 
gage iu open battU witb the intruder, and 
probably destroy it bafore any damage 
could ba dene to the New England co*st 


"A Spanish vessel could not count upon 


twenty-four hours of existence, aad tbe 
damage it cauld do in that time would not 
pay for tbe risk taken. Such an act would 
be nothing more than that of a Malay run- 
ning amuek; doing some damage, but 
being killed like a mail dog at tbe end of 
bis race. 
So far as dangar of invasion is 


concerned, I think the people bafi better 
go to tbe seashore and enjoy themselves 
as usual."

camp at Coacord, preparatory to being 
turned over to the United States officers. 


Th» wives, mothers, sifters and sweet- 


hearts of tbe man begau to gather early 
about tbe armory on Court street, and by 
eight e'clock they were packed in a dense 
mass about tbe building. AM around were 
tearful little groups, in tie center of 
which, in most eases, was tha mother of 
one of the brave boys who wus 5,0011 to 
leave her.

The 
seoiclaiy of tho colonies replied that 
theie was no reason to accept thejjio- 
ectorate which th« British consul wished 
to exercine 
The British consul's offer 


had been communicated to the powers." 
The government apparently gees a deep 
Kid machination on th«-"part of Graat 
Britain, for the official note says: "This 
news caused surprUe, although people 
are accustomed to the methods of those 
who direct British inttrests " 


The question is asked' "What can be 


the object of the British request ? China 
is nut in a position to expect thin or any 
other protectorate, but the British take 
it upon themselves to be the protectors 
of the celestial empire against French. 
Russian and German ambitions, with a

/Philippines. The Spanish government 
cannot anept the role offered it. and re- 
ject* the propositions, at the same time 
informing" tho powers who are disposed 
to allow flrsat Britain to protect China 
that they have squadrons in the far 
east themselves for that puipose."
